Journey to the unspoiled splendor of Alberta’s five national 
parks—living museums of nature. Banff, Jasper and Waterton 
Lakes are easily accessible by car and well-equipped to 
accommodate travellers. Banff and Jasper are year-round 
resort areas and along with Waterton Lakes offer tourists 
excellent accommodation and recreation facilities. Waterton 
Lakes and Elk Island are seasonal parks open May through 
October. Wood Buffalo National Park, a huge, natural area 
between Alberta and the N.W.T., is North America’s largest 
buffalo preserve and at present is undeveloped for tourists. 
It is reached by the Mackenzie Highway gravel road system. 


outdoor lovers, welcome to Alberta’s many Provincial Parks 
and Campsites! These areas are well-maintained and every 
effort is made to preserve their natural beauty. All parks 
in Alberta are easily reached by car and equipped to 
accommodate tents and trailers. (One exception is Willmore 
Wilderness Provincial Park where there are no facilities for 
tourists and accessibility is achieved only on horseback or 
by canoe.)

Fort Macleod (N6) — This stylized version of the first North West
